Thefollowing words and terms when used in this chapter shal have the following meaning,

unless the context clearly indicates otherwise:

"Board" meansthe Virginia Board of ¥-outh-and-Family-Services(BYFS) Juvenile Justice.

"Certification" means the board's forma finding that a program mests (i) dl mandatory
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sandards; (ii) an acceptable percentage of dl other sandards asindicated in the chart at 6 VAC

35-20-100; and (iii) the requirements of applicable Board policies, and is consequently approved

to operate for a pecific period of time.
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"Comphance Cetification audit” means an on-Site redea-invesigation by a-certification-team-of

designated personnel to assess a program's compliance with gpplicable board standards and

policiespromulgated-by-the-beard; the results of which are reported to the board for certification

action.
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"Decertification Decertified” means that a previoudy certified the Board-of-Y-euth-and-Family

Services-has-determined-that-a program has does not met-ainum meet the requirements to be

catified a and is no longer approved to operate.

"Deficiency" and "noncompliance’ means that the program does not medt, or has not

demonstrated that it meets, the requirements of aboard standard or policy or does not comply

with the Virginia Juvenile Community Crime Control Act local plan approved by the board.

"Department” means the Virginia Department of Y-outh-and-Family-Services(DYES)- Juvenile

Judtice.

"Life, hedth, safety standards{(LHS) violation' means any action or omisson tha results in nont
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compliance with a board standard or policy these standardsrelated- and causes an immediate and

potentialy serious threat to the life, hedth or safety of the youth and or daff in a resdentid

"Mandatory standards' means those standards of performance for Renresidential programs as

defined by the board which must be maintained in 100% compliance & al times.

"Monitoring viSt" means an onsSte review by desgnated personnd to assess a program's

compliance with board-approved sandards, policies and, when applicable, Virginia Juvenile

Community Crime Control Act loca plan.

"Newly opened facility" means both (i) afacility thet is newly constructed and (ii) an existing

facility that is being placed in service as aresidentia program.

"Plan of action" means awritten document whieh that explicitly states what has been or will be

doneto bring dl deficiencies into compliance with board standards and policies.
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standards:

"Program” means a juvenile resdentia facility or a nonresidentid service subject to standards

or policies of the board.

"Random sampling" means a sysem for sdecting programs for monitoring vists, by which dl

programsin a given category have asmilar likdihood of being selected for avigt, but which

may not result in any given program recaiving a monitoring vist during any given period of

time.
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"Subgtantid  compliance' means that the program mests dl applicable mandatory standards and

at least 90% of al other applicable standards.

"Standard Sydemic deficiency” means that the—perfermance—of—a—unit—facHity—or—program,—or

deficiencies have been found in three or more separate but related standards and have been cited

by cetification personnd as indicating that a program may have sonificant problems in a given

area

"Vaiance' means a—decisen—by—the Board board ef—Y-euth-and-Family-Servicesto-reieve action

that relieves a program ef from having to meet a specific standard or develop a plan of action for

a-specified tha standard, either permanently or for a determined period of time, when (i) waiving

these requirements will not result in a threat to the life, hedth or safety of juveniles or gaff; (ii)
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enforcement will creste an undue hardship; (iii) the sandard is not specificdly reguired by

datute or by the regulations of another government agency; (iv) the standard is not designated as

mandatory by the Board; and (v) juveniles care or saervices would not be adversaly affected.

8§ 16.1-309.9 (A) directs and authorizes the Board of Juvenile Justice to develop, promulgate and

approve sandards for the devdopment, implementation, operation and evauation of the range of

community-based programs, sarvices and fadlities authorized by the Virginia Juvenile

Community Crime Control Act, and to approve minimum sandards for detention homes and

other facilities

8§ 16.1-309.9 (B) dates that "the State Board may prohibit, by its order, the placement of

juveniles in any place of resdence which does not comply with the minimum sandards. It may

limit the number of juveniles to be detained or housed in a detention home or other facility and
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may desgnate some other place of detention or housng for juveniles who would othewise be

held therein.”

8 16.1-309.9 (C) directs the department to periodicaly review al sarvices edablished pursuant to

the Virginia Juwenile Community Crime Control Act and annudly review expenditures to

determine compliance with the approved loca plans and operating sandards, if a program is not

in subgtantid compliance with the approved plan or sandards, the department may suspend all or

any portion of financial aid made available to the locdity until there is compliance.

8§ 16.1-309.10 provides that the board or its agents may vigt, inspect and regulate any detention

home, group home or other resdentid care facility for children who are in need of savices,

delinquent or dleged delinquent.

In taking such action, the depatment shdl

notify both the program and the board, in writing, of the reason for the administrative action, and

the action the program must take to correct the Stuation.

At least Sx monthsin advance of an audit, personnd designated by the Director shall notify each

program to be audited of the scheduled audit date.

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before the expiration of the current certification.

Whenever department personne become aware of a life, hedth or safety violation, the

depatment shdl report to the board no later its next regularly scheduled medting: (i) the

nature and scope of the violation, and (ii) the action taken by the depatment or the

program to correct the deficiency, which may include but is not limited to adminidrative

probation, remova of resdents, or suspension of funding.
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B. When a life, hedth safety violation has not been adeguatdly corrected, the Board may

take certification action up to and potentidly including decertification.

progran's administrator and sponsor and to appropriate department personnd. The program

administrator or sponsor may apped any of the catificaion audit findings in accordance with

department procedures which shdl specify (i) the timeframes for filing the apped and for the

Department's response; and (ii) the Department personng responsible for considering the apped.

D. Appeds of audit findings that cannot be resolved by the department shal be forwarded to

the board for resolution as provided in 6 VAC 35-20-94.
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E. Desgnated department personnd shdl review and approve plans of action to address

deficiencies identified in the audit report, and summaries of the approved plans of action shdl be

forwarded to the board along with the audit report.

F. Reguests for variances shdl be forwarded to the board adong with the department's

recommendation to approve or disapprove the variance.

B. If a program's cartification expires during a period when the Board does not mest, the

program's current catification gatus shdl continue in effect until the Board meats and takes

cartification action.

C. Once the board takes catification action, the board will issue a catificate or letter clearly

identifying the program, the catificaion daus, and the peiod of time during which the

certification will be effective unless the certificate is revoked or surrendered sooney.

D. Based upon the certification audit report and supplementary information submitted by the

department and the program, the board shal-make-one of-thefallowing-findings will take
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catification action in accordance with Table 1, be ow. Depending on the program's status as

identified in Column | and the conditions described in Column 11, the board will take the

catification action listed in Column I11.

MANDATORY STANDARDS FOR JUVENILE RESIDENTIAL FACILITIES

The following sandards, salected from among the regulations promul gated by the Board of

Juvenile Judtice, are designated as "mandatory” as defined in 6 VAC 35-20-10. Prograns must

bein 100% compliance with the following sandards in order to be approved to operate. Faillure

to comply with these mandatory sandards will result in enforcement actions in accordance with

the Code of Virginiaand as sat forth in the foregoing Regul ations Governing the Monitoring,

Approva and Certification of Juvenile Justice Programs.

22 VAC 42-10-330. A.

Thefadility shdl document at the time of its origina application and annudly thereafter that

buildings and eguipment are maintained in accordance with the Virginia Statewide Fire

Prevention Code.

22 VAC 42-10-330. E.
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Building plans and specifications for new congruction, change in use of exising buildings, and

any sructurd modifications or additions to exiging buildings shal be submitted to and approved

by the licensure or cartification authority and by other appropriate regulatory authorities.

6 VAC 35-140-340. A.

There shal be afire prevention plan that provides for an adequate fire protection service.

6 VAC 35-140-340. B.

Thefadility sdl have receptacles for digposing of flammable materias.

6 VAC 35-140-340. C.

All flammable, toxic and caudic materids shadl be sored and used in accord with federd, Sae

and locd reguirements.

6 VAC 35-140-340. D.

Flame retardant and nontoxic materids shal be used in congtruction and furnishings.

22VAC42-10-970. A.

Written procedures shall be devdoped and implemented for responding to emergencies includ-

ing, but not necessarily limited to:

1. severe weather;

2. lossof utilities,
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3. missng persons;

4. severeinjury; and

5. emeagency evacuaion, including dternate housng.

22 VAC 42-10-970. B.

Written procedures shall address responshilities of staff and resdents regarding:

1. sounding of an dam;

2. emergency evacuation including assembly points, head counts, primary and secondary means

of egress, evacuation of children with specia needs, and verifying complete evacuation of the

buildings,

4. use of emergency equipment.

Emergency procedures shall address the handling of resdents with specid needs.

2. practice in evacuaing buildings,

3. practicein derting emergency authorities, and

4. smulated use of emergency eguipment.

materias.

22 VAC 42-10-490.C.

Buildings shdl be kept free of flies, roaches, rats and other vermin.

6 VAC 35-140-460.

A physdan, hedth adminisraor or hedth agency shdl be dedgnaied the hedth authority

respongble for arranging al levels of hedth care, condstent with law and medica ethics.

22 VAC 42-10-300. A.

Services of alicensed physician shal be available for trestment of residents as needed.

22 VAC 42-10-300. B.

Each nurse shdl hold a current nursing license issued by the Commonwedth of Virginia

22 VAC 42-10-190. A.

Thelicensee or the regulatory authority may reguire areport of examination by alicensed
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physcian or menta hedlth profess ond when there are indications that an individud's physical,

menta or emotiona heath may jeopardize the care of resdents.

22 VAC 42-10-190. B.

An individua who is determined by alicensed physician or mentd hedth professiond, to shows

an indication of aphysca or menta condition which may jeopardize the safety of residents or

which would prevent the performance of duties shall be removed immediately from contact with

resdents and food served to residents until the condition is cleared as evidenced by a signed

gatement from the physcian or mentd hedth professondl.

22 VAC 42-10-720. A.

All medication shal be securdly locked and properly labe ed.

22 VAC 42-10-720. B.

All gaff regpongble for medication administration shal have successfully completed a

medication training program approved by the Board of Nursing or be licensed by the

Commonwedth of Virginiato administer medications.

22 VAC 42-10-720. C.

Medication shdl be adminigtered only by staff authorized to do s0 by the director.

22 VAC 42-10-720. D.

Saff authorized to administer medication shal be informed of any known sde effects of the
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medication and the symptoms of the effects.

22 VAC 42-10-720. E.

A program of medication shal beinitiated for aresdent only when prescribed in writing by a

licensed physcian.

22 VAC 42-10-720. F.

Medication prescribed by alicensed physician shall be administered as prescribed.

22 VAC 42-10-720. G.

A daily log shall be maintained of al medicines received by each resident and shdll identify the

individud who adminigtered the medication.

22 VAC 42-10-720. H.

In the event of amedication error or an adverse drug reaction, firgt aid shal be adminigtered if

indicated. Staff shall promptly contact a poison control center, pharmacist, nurse, or physician

and shall take actions as directed. If the Stuation is not addressed in standing orders, the

attending physician shal be natified as soon as possble and the actions taken by saff shal be

documented.

22 VAC 42-10-720. 1.

The telephone number of a Regiona Poison Control Center shall be posted on or next to each

nonpay te ephone that has access to an outsde line in each building in which children deep or
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participate in programs.

22 VAC 42-10-720. J.

At least one unexpired 30 cc bottle of Syrup of Ipecac and one unexpired container of activated

charcod shdl be available on the premises of the facility for use at the direction of the Poison

Control Center or physician and shal be kept locked when not in use.

22 VAC 42-10-720. K.

Syringes and other medica implements used for injecting or cutting skin shall be locked.

6 VAC 35-140-190.

Written policy, procedure and practice shal require that:

1. To prevent newly-arrived res dents who pose a hedth or safety threat to themsdves or others

from being admitted to the generd population, dl resdents shall immediately upon admisson

undergo aprdiminary hedlth screening conssting of a structured interview and obsarvation by

hedlth care personnel or hedth-trained staff, usng a hedth screening form that has been

approved by the facility's hedlth authority.

2. Youth admitted to the facility who pose a hedth or safety threat to themsaves or others are

not admitted to the facility's genera population but provison shal be made for them to

recelve comparable services.
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3. Immediate hedth careis provided to residents who need it.

22 VAC 42-10-700. A.

Thefadility shal have and implement written procedures promptly for:

1. providing or arranging for the provison of medicd and dentd sarvicesfor hedth

problems identified at admisson;

2. providing or arranging for the provison of routine ongoing and follow-up medica and

dental services after admisson;

3. providing emergency sarvices for each resdent as provided by statute or by the

agreement with the resdent's lega guardian, and

4. providing emergency sarvices for any resdent experiencing or showing signs of suicidd

or homicidd thoughts, symptoms of mood or thought disorders, or other menta hedlth problems.

22 VAC 42-10-700.B.

Written information concerning each resdent shal be readily accessble to saff who may have

to respond to amedical or dental emergency:

1. name, address, and tel ephone number of the physician and dentist to be notified;

2. name, address, and telephone number of reative or other person to be notified:

3. medica insurance company name and policy number or Medicaid number;
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4, information concerning:

a.  useof medicaion;

b. medicaion dlergies,

C. Substance abuse; and

d.  donificant past or present medica problems; and

5. written permission for emergency medica care, dentd care, and obtaining immunizations or a

procedure and contacts for obtaining consent; and

6. Subsections B 3 and 5 do not apply to secure detention facilities except when aresdent is

confined in detention with a suspended commitment to the Department of Juvenile Justice.

22 VAC 42-10-300.C.

At dl timesthat children are present there shal be at |east one responsible adult on the premises

who has received within the past three years a basic certificate in sandard first aid issued by the

American Red Cross or other recognized authority for each 16 children or portion thereof on the

premises. Each nurse on the premises who holds a current nuraing license issued by the

Commonwedth of Virginia may be consdered to hold a current certificate in first ad.

22 VAC 42-10-300.D.

At dl timesthat children are present there shal be at |east one responsible adult on the premises

who has a current certificate in cardiopulmonary resuscitation issued by the American Red Cross
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or other recognized authority for each 16 children or portion thereof on the premises.

22 VAC 42-10-710. B.

Each resdent’ s record shdl include written documentation of: (i) the initid physca

examination, (ii) an annud physica examination by alicensed physcian induding any

recommendation for follow up care, and (iii) documentation of the provison of follow-up

medical care recommended by the physician or asindicated by the needs of the resident.

22 VAC 42-10-710. C.

Each physcd examination report shdl indlude:

1. information necessary to determine the health and immunization needs of the resident,

induding::

a immunizations administered, vison exam;

b. hearing exam:

C. generd physcd condition, induding documentation of apparent freedom from

communicable disease incdluding tuberculoss;

d. dlergies, chronic conditions, and handicaps, if any:;

e nutritiona requirements, including specid didts, if any;

f. restrictions on physca activities, if any; and
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o] recommendations for further treatment, immunizations, and other examinations indicated;

2. date of the physca examination; and

3. dgnature of alicensed phydcian, the physcian's designee, or an officid of aloca hedth

department.

22 VAC 42-10-710.D.

A child with a communicable disease shal not be admitted unless alicensed physician cartifies

that:

1. thefacility is capable of providing care to the child without jeopardizing resdents and staff;

and

2. thefacility is aware of the required treatment for the child and the procedures to protect

resdents and staff.

The requirements of this subsection D shall not apply to temporary emergency shdters and

secure detention.

22 VAC 42-10-710.E.

Each resdent’ s record shdl include written documentation of: (i) an annua examination by a

licensed dentist; and (ii) documentation of follow-up dental care recommended by the dentist or

asindicated by the needs of the resdent. This requirement does not apply to: (i) secure detention

facilities, (i) temporary care facilities, and (iii) respite care fadilities.
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22 VAC 42-10-710.F.

Each resdent's record shall include notations of hedth and dental complaints and injuries and

shdl summarize symptoms and treatmert given.

22 VAC 42-10-710.G.

Each resident's record shdl include, or document the facility’ s efforts to obtain, trestment

summaries of ongoing psychiatric or other menta hedlth treatment and reports, if applicable.

This requirement does not apply to secure detention facilities except when ajuvenileis confined

in detention with a suspended commitment to the Department of Juvenile Justice,

22 VAC 42-10-710.H.

Written policies and procedures, which include use of universal precautions, shal be developed

and implemented to address communicable and contagious medica conditions.

22 VAC 42-10-710.1

A wdl socked firg-aid kit shal be maintained and readily accessble for minor injuries and

medicd emergencies.
